It is 
worth remembering that Fa- 
rouk’s title to the dual crown 
of Egypt and Sudan is not al- 
together new. The last “States- 
man's Year Book” but one 
described the monarch as King 
of Egypt and the Sudan: and 
the Editor, when questioned 
about it, stated that that des- 
cription had been provided by 
the British Embassy in Cairo. 
Such is the persuasive force of 
exigency, that a way may be 
found to give a little more 
formality, if no substance, to 
the title; and to satisfy Egypt- 
lan vanity if not the aspira- 
tions of the Sudanese.

HAT all this may amount 

to is a subject for spe- 
culation. National passions rise 
and fall so oddly and wnac- 
countably, that there is no tell- 
ing what the anti-Western 
leaders in Egypt may yet be 
able to do with the populace.

Burma today told the U.N. 
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French Note Eases 
Tunisian Tension 


TUNIS, Thursday (Reuter. 
The first sign that delivery of 
the latest French note on 
Franco-Tunisica differences 
had helped to dissipate the re- 
maining tension here was seen 
last night when the Bey of 
Tunis went for a drive through 
the city. The Bey had confined 
himself to his palace for the 
past two weeks and it had 
been given out that he was 
iil. : . 

Earlier the French Resident 
General, Count de Hautelocque 
had driven to the Palace and 
handed the note to the Bey. 
As a first step towards meet- 
ing the Tunisians half-way. the 
French have decided to abolish 
the post of Director of Political 
Affairs, which was one of the 
causes of friction official 
sources discussed. The Direc- 
torship was instituted after the 
reforms of February last year, 
which abolished the right of 
the Frenen Secretary-General 
to veto all administrative and 
ministerial decrees. Some Tu- 
nisian quarters complained 
that the new Directorship mere- 
ly replaced the old veto power 
by anotiier. 


No Consultations

This booklet, in Engiish and 
French, has a special character 
in the growing literature about 
human rights, All the authors 
are women, and university 
women. It contains a number 
of papers which were read at 
the 10th Conference of the 
International Federation of 
University Women, and deal 
with broad issues 

The first ‘paper, by Miss 
Bowie, the British delegate to 
the Human Rights Commission 
of the United Nations, urges 
the-inelusion of effective mea- 
sures of implementation in the 
Covenant of Human Rights. 
“To temporize on questions of 
human rights gives power to 
the dictators—The present 
state of half-hearted coopera- 
tion between governments is 
the unhappy outcome of «4 
world divided by idtologies.”

“Across the ccuntry,. bailiffs 
like beaters started to move in 
and the Auntie Helens, were 
the first to be flushed”; again, 
“Sometimes he looked at him- 
self in a mirror for a long 
time, hoping his unloveliness 
would vanish, 
But there was his early Saxon 
image staring him out of coun- 
tenance, like a wind-chapped 
churl.” Yet he does more than 
produce a memorable gallery 
of slightly repulsive failures. 
The out-at-elbows  garruicus 
bad poet, the penniless “trage- 
ey queen” in an Oxford attic, 
the phthisic social climber— 
all tived with a compelling in- 
tensity. He records, caustical- 
ly, their inadequacies; but he 
recreates, also, something of 
the glamour and the almost 
trage beauty that they had 
for him. It makes a book 
which, if rather’ uneven, is cer- 
tainly unusual. 


Mr. Graves's career provides 
a stimulating exemplar for the 
would-be writer; for he is one 
of the few rebels who today 
can still cock a really honest 
sneck at “pluto-democfatic s- 
ciety.” Considering himself es- 
sentially a poet, and determin- 
ed to keep his due distance 
from “the anti-poetic world of 
commerce and bureaucracy,” 
he has supported a large fa- 
mily now with, among many 
varied and admirable books, 
some of the best historical no- 
vels of our time. In 1949 he 
collected together his essays 
on poetry in “The Common 
Asphodcil.” The present com- 
panion volume contains the 
rest of his bye-works, inc!ud- 
ing a couple of plays, some 
snort stories, notes from «4 
journal, and miscellaneous ar- 
ticles.
